W a s h i n g t o n , July 23d.—It was reported 
to-day that Senator Stanford had received a 
telegram from the Republican members of 
the California Legislature, saying that a 
Senator would not be elected at the extra 
session.

He said he had

H e said there was some force in the 
judgm ent that the law does not apply to 
this case, but the Court had clearly fol­ 
lowed the law. and the remedy m ust lie in 
legislative action.

pensation. H e thought the ultim ate settle­ 
m ent of the question would he by tbeState 
taking control of the running waters within 
the boundaries of the State, compensating 
owners of riparian rights, and then dis­ 
tributing the water at fixed rates. This 
would place ail on an equality, and at the 
same tim e prove a source of revenue to the 
State.

Turning to 
the left, at the end of this chamber, an­ 
other is entered which has been called the 
engine departm ent. 
An opening to the right leads into an ­ 
other room, and one in this to another 
large cham ber a hundred feet long and 
twenty wide, with roof twenty-five feet 
high. 
By using a short ladder, another 
chamber is reached from this one, which is 
the grandest of all. 
It is nearly circular in 
form and is one hundred and fifty feet in 
circumference, and passages leading from 
it enter others that have not yet been ex­ 
plored. 
A body of ore was discovered in the 
cave, am i Mr. Clough has located the same 
as a m ine, the ground included taking in 
the cave. Some of the formations in the 
cave will be removed and sold for orna­ 
m ent, but the greater num ber will be 
allowed to rem ain uninjured. 
It is pro­ 
posed to charge two dollars for adm ittance 
to the cave, as improvem ents have already 
been made, and others are to he added at 
considerable expense. This can be made a 
very pleasant and interesting resort, and 
further explorations may m ake the cave a 
celebrated one. ^\Ye expect to hear more 
from it soon.

IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 


A N a tu ra l C ave th a t S u rp asses a ll P r e ­ 
viou s S u b terran ean W on d ers. 
[Visalia Delta.] 
W hile prospecting lately W. O. Clougli. 
of Three Rivers, discovered a large cave 
about a m ile and a half from what is 
known as the Crabtree cabin, or B.ush- 
town, and about thirteen miles from the 
postoffice at Three Rivers. There is noth­ 
ing to show that any person, white or In­ 
dian, had ever entered or known of the 
cavern before. There are three small caves 
near the second crossing above Manzanita 
camp. 
But the cave discovered July 1st of 
this year is not any of these, as some have 
supposed. 
It was at first a difficult matter 
to find one's way back to this large cavern, 
but a trail has been made leading to it. 
It 
is delightfully located, in a region of pic­ 
turesque mountain scenery, and should be­ 
come a popular resort.

The Federal troops are now in strong force 
up the country, and have captured four 
more prisoners. 
I¡ is thought the bulk of 
the revolutionists found the frontier too hot 
for them and have broken through the 
troops and retired to ti c m ountains in the 
interior of the State. The movement was 
not well planned, and up to the river 
ranches, even those adverse to Callare, be­ 
came convinced that it had no political im ­ 
portance, and was only being used by the 
border bandits to plunder ranches and steal 
horses. They therefore organized strong 
parties for their own defense and to aid the 
troops. 
It is said General Gomez severely 
censured Colonel Cawazor for taking any 
prisoners and for not treating as bandits 
those captured, and, under the provisions 
of the new law, im m ediately executing 
them .

Ppeclal Correspondence of the Reoosd-Union.] 
I’atzcuabo (Mexico), Ju ly 12, 1886. 
To visit the volcanos of Jorulio—which 
are found away down in the heart of the 
southern State of Aiichoacan—requires not 
oiily considerable “ pluck,” 
but 
more 
hardy endurance than the average tourist 
can com m and; which no doubt accounts 
for the fact that this m ost wonderful freak 
o f nature on our continent is com paratively 
unknow n. From Lake Patzcuaro to Jo- 
rullo (pronounced Hoar-rool-yo), the dis­ 
tance is only fifty-five miles ; but there are 
n o wagon roads or hotels along the route, 
only an exceedingly difficult bridle-path 
over the m ountains, which is seldom tra­ 
versed by any but outlaws, political refu­ 
gees and other desperate characters, who 
look upon the tourist and the traveling 
m erchant with his pack-m ule laden with 
goods for Acapulco, as the spider regards 
th e fly that venturis into his net. Though 
so few miles, the trip occupies four or five 
days, and it ¡3 necessary to take along food, 
blankets, etc., not only for one's-self, but 
for the escort which personal safety de­ 
m ands. Less than h alf a dozen persons in 
com pany ought not to attem pt the journey, 
and these 
8HOUI.O BR WELL ABMEP, 
A nd headed by a trusty native guide. Sad­ 
dle-horses or donkeys (the latter are always 
to be preferred), a pack-m ule to “ tote ” the 
supplies, a guide, and one or tw o inouns, or 
m en servants, m ay be procured in I’atz- 
euaro at trifling expense per capita. 
Of 
course, if expenses are shared, the larger 
th e party of travelers the less will be each 
one’s quota. To be more explicit, for the 
benefit of any who may come this way : It 
cost our party of four to make, the round 
trip betwet-n Patzcuaro and Joruilo (oc­ 
cupying nine days, two servants and a 
guide being employed, w ith horses for all 
and “ keeping'' en route) exactly $12 75 
apiece. 
leav in g this queer old city very early in 
th e m orning, the first few miles rapidly 
ascend 
to a densely-wooded m ountain 
platean. M any years ago a wagon road 
w ound upward to these bights, which was 
well paved with stone on the heavy grades; 
but lor some unknow n reason it fell into 
disuse, and now m ountain torrents have 
upturned the stones and worn it into im ­ 
passable gullies. 
From the sum m it of the 
plateau a magnificent view / s obtained of 
far-away Lake J’atzeuaro looking like a 
sheet of burnished silver, its num erous 
Island villages and the white-walled city 
beside it; while between are vast stretches 
of wheat, corn and barley, and beyond the 
rolling plain gradually ascends by gentle 
foothills to the m ountain range whose rag­ 
ged tops outline the horizon. 
A few miles 
further, and the 
PUEBLO OF SANTA CLARA 
Is reached, where are some im portant cop­ 
per sm elting works. The ore is brought on 
m ult-back from the districts of Chuzumnco 
and Inguazan (05 miles away), and after all 
the trouble is w orth only about $12 per 
carga, or 300 pounds. 
H ere charcoal is 
universally used fur fuel, both it) the sm elt­ 
ing works and houses, though why, when 
extensive forests are in the vicinity, is 
am ong the num erous m ysteries one en­ 
counters in Mexico. The streets of Santa 
Clara are shaded by stately ash trees, and 
all its low-roofed adobe cottages are over­ 
run by creepers resembling scarlet honey­ 
suckles. The sm ell of orange flowers is al­ 
ways in the air, for every sniaii casa is sur­ 
rounded by an orchard of oranges, limes, 
figs and pomegranates. 
Not m any years 
ago a great deal of freight was carried along 
this route, m any trains of pack-m ulea 
journeying regularly between 
Patzcuaro 
and Acapulco, a distance of 300 miles. 
Most of tlie freight now goes northw ard, 
and consists chiefly of the cotton that grows 
in the State of Guerrero. 
I tis p u tu p in 
bales, each weighing 150 pounds, and two 
of them are considered an ordinary load for 
a m ule to carry all day upon his back. 
A 
“ tra in ” is usually composed of forty or 
fifty mules, accompanied by five or six men, 
who act as packers an A cargadore»—carriers. 
T lie m en generally ride horses, and are al­ 
ways arm ed with knives ami piet ils of 
largest size. 
In this section, where severe 
m ountain clim bing al'ernates with dense 
forests and desert sands, sixteen m iles is 
considered a fair day's journey. 
Besides 
cotton, the cargadores frequently carry kegs 
of rum or mescal, cases i f wine and other 
sm all wares. 
On tlie return trip m ost of 
the anim als are without a load, and there­ 
fore the tourist—if not too particular in re­ 
gard to his com pany—can easily secure 
transportation for him self and luggage be­ 
tween the sea coast and the interior of 
Michoacan. 
By dint of. hard riding and short “ noon­ 
in g '1 on th e first day out from Patzcuaro, 
we came in sight of the 
VILLAGE O F A R IO 
An hour before nightfall. T he view from 
the hills that surround the town is worth 
the day's journey to enjoy. 
The coast- 
rango of the Sierra Madres is visible for 
m any miles, the broad and fertile plain at 
its base dotted w ith innum erable isolated 
hillocks. 
The most prom inent object in 
the landscape is the lofty m ountain to the 
southeast called La Estancia de los Padres 
—“ The Mansion of the Fathers.” 
This 
picturesque height is formed of two dom e­ 
shaped rock rising like towers front a com­ 
m on base, tlie slopes being alm ost perpen­ 
dicular and the twin sum m its inaccessible. 
Baron H um boldt,w hile in M ichoacan,many 
years ago, sketched this rem arkable m oun­ 
tain, and a tolerably correct picture may 
to-day be found in his collection of Mexican 
views. 
As tbe stin sinks lower and tw ilight 
shadows deepen over the plain, its undu­ 
lating surface appears like an inland sea, 
its num erous Inilocks resem bling islands. 
M illions of wild ducks, in regular ranks 
and regim ents — changing their quarters 
from one lake to another—darkened the air 
as they flew ever our heads. 
This region 
is justly celebrated for the purity of its at­ 
m osphere and the exceeding 
BEAUTY OF THE SUBSETS. 
As the hour approached for the sun’s dis­ 
appearance the whole western horizon be 
cam e covered with sm all billows of cloud, 
lilac and golden, floating in fantastic forms 
over tbe bright blue of the tronical sky. 
G radually toe lilac deepened to purple, 
blushed into rose-color, brightened into 
crim son; while the turquoise hue ot the 
heavens assumed that green tint peculiar to 
Italian sunsets. 
T he sun him self ap­ 
peared like a globe of living 
flame, 
and 
long 
after 
he 
had 
van­ 
ished 
in 
a 
blaze 
ot 
crim son 
and 
gold, the horizon remained illum ined as by 
the (lamp from a volcano. 
Then his brill­ 
iant retinue of clouds, after gleam ing for a 
tim e in borrowed splendor, melted into 
every conceivable color — from deepest 
erim son to rose pink, pale violet and faint 
blue—floating in silvery vapor, till all sud­ 
denly blended in one soft, gray tint that 
swept the western sky. 
Then the full 
m oon arose in cloudless aerenity. and the 
Southern Cross gleamed ju st above the 
m ountain tops—at sight of which our 
guide and servants repeated their prayers 
devoutly—and at th at m om ent the faint 
tolling of vesper bells, with the Srst strains 
of plaza music, came wafted to us from the 
distant town. 
Though by this long tarry­ 
ing upon the bill-tops we had incurred the 
risk of rem aining 
SHELTERLESS ALL NIGHT, 
W ith no bed but o a r blankets and no sup­ 
per but such as our ham pers afforded—none 
of ns would have exchanged tbe full en­ 
joym ent of that sunset hour for all the 
luxuries of the finest hostelry in the uni- 


A rio h a sa population of about 3 000— 
notw ithstanding tbe statem ent of a citizen 
who, in reply to our question, gravely as­ 
sured us th at it num bered “ one m illion I” 
Its altitude is 6,358 feet, nearly a thousand 
feet lower than Patzcuaro, though only 
thirty miles distant. 
T here are no hotels 
in Ario, but several mesón.?, which, how ­ 
ever, are designed m ore for the accommo­ 
dation of horses, sheep and cattle than for 
hum an itinerants. As mesons are a dis­ 


tinctive feature of southern Mexico, and as 
the tourist who ventures into the Bmaller 
towns m ust depend m uch upon them , we 
may as well m ake the acquaintance of the 
best one in Ario—which is above the aver­ 
age of its class and is patriotically called 
TUB MESON DB OCAMPO. 
Ill form and outw ard appearance all 
mesons are the sam e—a large corral, or 
yard, entered by a huge gateway and sur­ 
rounded by several square rooms, the latter 
being entirely destitute of furniture. 
In 
one corner of each bare apartm ent is gen­ 
erally a platform of stons or adobe, eleva­ 
ted about three feet from the floor, which 
answers the triple purpose of table, 3ofa 
and bedstead. 
O f course the floor has no 
carpet, and is sometimes tiled with brick 
or plastered w ith cement, though often it 
is only the earth which has become hard 
us stone from long usage. 
No budding of 
any description is provided, and befire 
spreading your own blankets upon the 
adobe shelf it will be wel! to first dust it 
and the surrounding walls with a generous 
quantity of flea-powdere, w ithout which 
blessing none should travel in this bug- 
infested country. Sometimes a sm all deal 
table is furnished, if dem anded, or an iron­ 
framed bedstead—if the house possesses 
such articles of luxury ; but that would be 
a very “ swell” 
meson indeed 
which 
conld 
accommodate 
you with a chair 
or wash-bowl. The native guests (who are 
usually m ule-dri vers or cat de-tenders) ate 
accustomed to squa.ting upon the floor, 
and their infrequent ablutions are con­ 
tentedly performed at the plaza fountain or 
in the great stone trough where the cuttle 
drink. 
In one corner of the corral is the 
cochin, or kitchen—but seldom is anything 
cooked there—and in an adjoining inclos­ 
ure is the stable, w ith a wel! in its center. 
Upon the arrival of a party at the meson, 
no obsequious servant, or bediamoneil clerk, 
or urbane proprietor comes forth to greet 
you; but, quite as a m atter of eour o, the 
travelers dism ount inside the corral anti 
proceed to take possession of whatever 
vacant rooms they can discover. 
The 
mules are unpacked, the baggage secured 
in 
tlie apartm ents appropriated by the 
m asteis, and the saddles, etc., stowed in 
that to be occupied by tlie servants. If by 
this lim e the mesonero, or landlord, doc3 not 
put in a:i appearance, the mozos shout 
tor him , till lie laziiy conies forth, armed 
with the key of the granary, where the 
corn and straw are kept. Taking no notice 
of the guests who have already established 
themselves in bis domicile, and w ithout 
waiting for either orders or explanation, he 
serves out the straw and barley, or corn, as 
the case m ay be—the weighing of which is 
done by him self and carefully watched by 
the mozos. 
Then the mules and horses 
are consigned to the stable and fed. after 
which the serva.its are at liberty to forage 
for themselves and their masters. The 
following dialogue, or som ething sim ilar to 
it, invariably takes place: 
M ozo—Amigo, que hay comer?—" Friend, 
w hat is there to eat ?” 
Mesonero—Ah, scnor, a qui no hay nada — 
“ Ah. sir. there is nothing here.” 
Mozo— Valg ime Dios ! Vue paisiseslc!— 
“ God protect hip ! W hat a country is this.” 
Mesonero—“ A'es, it is true ; it is a poor 
country.” 
Mozo—“ But what are we to do? Tbe 
ladies and gentlemen ared y in g o f hunger?” 
Mesonero—“ W ell, if their worships like 
it, they can have a chicken, frijoles, chili 
and toit.llas." 
Mozo—"Bueno! Bueno, (aood) m y friend! 
And let there be enough for us ali. Then 
who knows (Quien sabe) how m urii com 
those horses can eat! Eh, mi amigo, (w ith a 
knowing wink) they cat a great deal, and 
you shall lose nothing.” 
PROVISIONS AT LAST. 
In due course of lime, b ut never under 
an hour or two, the chicken and beans and 
red peppers and unleavened corncukes are 
brought in, and are served upon the shelf 
that later answers for a bed—unless by per­ 
suasion, accompanied w ith a judicious 
am ount of the “ circulating m edium ,” the 
mesonero can be induced to furnish a table. 
The chances are that he has not such an 
article in the bouse; but, w ishing to earn 
the m oney as well as to he accommodating, 
he will go skurrying around am ong his 
neighbors in search of one. 
M eantime, 
the dinner will grow cold, and probably 
no 
table will be forthcom ing at last: 
so 
it is wiser 
to m ake the best cf 
the situation, 
to 
spread your 
own 
towels upon the stispiciously-bespeckled 
shelf, and to keep a sharp lookout for m i­ 
gratory verm in. The anim als are sure of 
good care and plenty to e a t; but every 
comfort their owners obtain m ust be strug­ 
gled for, as well as paid lor at the highest 
local prices. 
Knives, forks and spoons are 
unknow n at a meson, and never obtaina­ 
ble; therefore if you cannot feed yourself 
a s tlie rancheros do (w ith a tortilla scoop, 
eating scoop and all at once), you m ust 
bring along your own conveniences. 
At 
the first glim m er of daw ning the mesonero 
reappears with sm all mugs of coffee or 
chocolate, and little loaves of sweetened 
bread, and at the sam e tim e presents his 
bill. 
THE SC O R E 
Is always absurdly long, and though the 
total is not exorbitant according to our 
ideas, you may be sure that lie has cheated 
you according to his, in the m atter of 
details and overweight of grain. 
If you 
have been so unreasonable as to insist upon 
being supplied with a tabie o rc b a ir.it is 
charged for at nearly the vaiue of the arti­ 
cle. 
Have you been so luxurious as to dis­ 
dain a public bath at the plaza fountain or 
the cattle trough, the crock, pan, pail or 
bowl which was provided to gratify your 
curious w him for private washing is put 
down in tiie account for as m uch as 
the article was worth in its palm iest days. 
Towels and soap, of course, you m ust bring, 
or dispense with altogether. 
Though the 
am ount of the bill is not unreasonable, 
you feel inclined to rebel a; the m anner of 
it rather than its m agnitude—since perhaps 
the inch or two of candle which lighted 
you to bed has cost as m uch as your sup­ 
per I 
W hen we leave the meson, its pro­ 
prietor is sure to shake hands with us, one 
and all, and to rem ark with fervid friend­ 
ship, ' Adiós, Amigos, y buena fortuna" (" To 
God I ccm m end you, friends, and may 
good fortune attend you.” ) 
The stum py 
little Mexican—in a greasy zarape and 
huge sombrero which lie never removes— 
W ho presides over the Meson de Acampo, 
paid a flattering but 
LACGHABLF. C O M P L IM E N T 
To my imperfect Spanish, which is still the 
standing joke of our party. 
After I had 
wrestled vehem ently w ith his villainous 
language for half an hour, in vain efforts to 
procure a few additional comforts for our 
bare room, he continued to stare at me, 
with no other reply than to m utter sotto 
voce : " Valgamc Dias 
A re ¡loria 1'urissimn! 
Que quera, quera; y había como nostros! ’ 
(•• How white, how white is this woman ; 
yet she talks as we do!") T he word 
guera (or gucro, m asculine,) signifies about- 
what we mean by “ blonde,” and is applied 
by this dark-skinned race to all whose eyes 
are not black as sloes and whose skins are 
not the hue of w ell-tanned leather. 
The citizens of Ario, as, everywhere in 
this country, are exceedingly polite to 
strangers. 
"Travelers may easily receive 
letters of recom mendation from one village 
to another, and thus avoid the mesons alto­ 
gether, for there is scarcely a private house 
in Mexico where entertainm ent will not be 
offered and comfortable beds and breakfast 
provided for all who come to its door thus 
introduced. This being tbe general prac­ 
tice, and migratory natives of the better 
class always stopping with their friends, 
the mesons answer well enough the pur­ 
pose for which they were intended — 
merely lodging places 
for beasts 
and 
their attendants. The Prefect of Police at 
Ario will send an escort of soldiers to Jo- 
rullo, or to any other place in th at portion 
of Michoacan which the traveler desires to 
visit, if asked to do so. The expense 
of 
the 
escort 
will 
be 
nothing, 
but 
the sergeaut in comm and will "expect 
a small gratuity. The clim ate of Ario, 
though so far in the tropics, is delightful and 
exceptionally healthy. 
The fertile farms 
in the vicinage produce rice, sugar-cane, 
cotton, coffee, and southern fruits in greatest 
profusion and variety. The section is also 
celebrated for fine cattle, sheep and horses 
which are raised and find rich pasturase 
in the adjacent foothills. 
But Ario is the 
“ jum ping-off place" of habitable Micho­ 
acan. or, as a Mexican w riter has called 
it, “ the m outh of the tierra caliente," or fever- 
haunted “ hot country.” 
From this point 
the land descends rapidly to the burning 
deserts which we m nst enter to find the 
wonderful volcanoes of Jorulla.

INSECT PESTS AND FRIENDS. 


THE CACTUS LADY-BUG DESTROY- 
IHG OUR EYES IRS.

\V. G. Klee, the recently-elected State In 
epector of rests, has issued No. 3 of the 
bulletins by the State Board of H orticult­ 
ure, which is as follows : 
It seems very desirable that all fruit­ 
growers should become fully acquainted 
with the predaceous insects, which m nst be 
considered their friends, as it is through 
their agency that all the worst pesta are 
kept in check, and w hat naturalists term 
“ the balance of nature” is preserved. 
Un- 
fortunateiy, by the propagation of certain 
trees, the food plants of these insects, pis!.- 
often increase to ail alarm ing extent, and 
generally so fast that th tir enemies are far 
from being able to cope with them . Such 
has been the case in California for the last 
few years, and w ithout washing and spray­ 
ing of tiic tries w ith antidotes, many or­ 
chards would have been totally destroyed. 
Gradually it tecn-.s, however, that the law 
of nature is asserting itself, and parasites 
and predaceous insects are m aking their ap­ 
pearance in vast num bers. The ichneu­ 
mon flics arc m aking war on the scales and 
on m any other insects. Of th e m ore con­ 
spicuous insects thesyrphus flies have been 
very num erous this season, their green, 
blind larva having apparently totally an ­ 
nihilated the aphis in the plum orchards, 
form erly badly infested. The lady-bugs 
have kept them company, and have also 
destroyed vast num bers of woolly aphis and 
grain sphis, appearing in m any instances, 
as it seemed, in tlie eleventh hour, just in 
tim e to save the latter front destruction. 
T he lace-winged flies (chrysopa), so con­ 
spicuous by their large, delicate wings, and 
large, lustrous eyes, have appeared in vast 
num bers, and their larvte have made havoc 
with the scale insects. B ut perhaps the 
most striking acquisition in this line is the 
so called 
’* CACTUS I.ADY-BL’G.'1 
The Chilocorus Cacti, whose principal food 
is the various scale insects. Some four 
weeks ago,when in the town of Santa i rnz, 
1 found the chilocorus feeding on tlie olive 
scale (Lecanium olese) on tre-. s badly infest­ 
ed. 
At Los Gatos they were noticed by me, 
at Mr. Yocco’s place, feeding on soft orange 
scaie. 
However, the most s'riking case 
presented to me was in the W illows, at San 
Jose, where Mr. Newliall, the nurserym an, 
directed my attention to it. 
We found at 
an old orchard five large pear trees, wbioh, 
by the rough appearance of the bark, 
clearly showed that they had been once 
badly affected 
by scale—in 
this 
case 
by Á lpidiólas pernidosus. In patches all 
over the tru n k could be seen the m ature 
insect, with its black, shiny body and two 
conspicuous red spots, and num erous pupro 
still partly covered with the black, soft 
spines of the larval skin. 
No live scale 
could be found, and the two last years' 
growth was clean and smooth. 
It was 
stated to me that the orchard liad not been 
washed tor three years, which seemed to 
point strongly to the conclusion th at at 
least the linafsubjugation was due to the 
lady-bug. 
A nother case in question, tbe orchard of 
Messrs. W inton and W ebster, in Castro 
valley, near Haywards, Alam eda county. 
A num ber of plum trees were some years 
ago found to be badly infested with Aspidi- 
oius perniciosus, and from them spread to 
the currant bushes close by. which pre­ 
viously were badly infested with another 
species of scale, and by the united eflortsof 
those pests a good m any were killed. The 
plum trees were sprayed with a solution of 
lve, which, nlthough killing most scales, 
did not kill them all. The currant bushes 
were not sprayed, but, although show ing by

T hat they had been once fearfully infested, 
no live scale could l>e seen on them , while 
the trees were absolutely clean. 
In look­ 
ing around on the trec3 I found a num ber 
of larvtc of Chilocorvs, as well a? m ature 
beetles; and on the currant bushes I found 
quite a num ber. On the whole, all evidence 
indicated that here, also, the lady-bugs had 
been instrum ental in killing the scaie bugs. 
The laiva is black, oroi-aed by a light yel­ 
low bund about 1 he middle, and is armed 
w ith m any soft, long and branching spines. 
The pupa is formed within the larval skin, 
which splits open along the buck sufficiently 
to show the inclosed chrysalis, which is 
black w ith a few scattered tufts of hairs. 
The beetle, which is about one-fourth of an 
inch long and nearly round, is of a shining 
black color, with a red spot on each wing 
case. 
SUMMUE WASHES. 
A ttention has been drawn to the useful­ 
ness of the lady-bug and other insects, and 
to the advisability of protecting them as 
m uch as possible. And here let it bo 
stated that we believe no less in the useful­ 
ness and 
absolute necessity ol 
winter 
washes, as well sS sum m er washes, for in ­ 
feste I orchards, especially the latter, for 
voung, growing orchards, not yet in bear­ 
ing. 
T h e num erous sum m er washes used 
by different parties nearly ail contain more 
or less whale-oil soap, and owe a great deal 
of their efficiency to this compound. 
Sul­ 
phur, perhqps, comes next in general use, 
and a little soda, or potash lye is often 
added. 
Kerosene is being constantly used 
in various combinations, and if rightly pre­ 
pared and applied is an excellent insecti­ 
cide, particularly in soap em ulsions; yet 
we would not advise those unaccustomed to 
it to use it, as too often, through a little 
oversight of the workmen, m uch damage 
m av be done. 
Buhach, in combination 
with glycerine diluted in water, has been 
found a good wash for certain insects, 
especially the saw-tly larva and pear slugs. 
I’hcnvl and pvroligenous acids have also 
been used, but they, as well as m any others 
too num erous to m ention, seem too high- 
priced. 
In recom mending a somewhat dif­ 
ferent wash, which has been used in som e­ 
what different proportiens by some Sacra­ 
m ento fruit-growers, on the suggestion of 
M atthew Cooke, it should be understood 
that in order to be effective it m ust be 
thoroughly applied. 
And it is only by 
thorough "and repeated applications, per­ 
sistently kept up. that good results can be 
obtained; otherwise there may be failure. 
And if any one has tried any given remedy 
to his entire satisfaction, and has become 
fam iliar with its workings, it would be ad- 
visible to hold fast to th at until some other 
remedy clearly more economical and equally 
efficient is found. The changing abouj 
from one tliitig to another, before any given 
remedy has been thoroughly tested, is only 
of too common occurrence, and has been 
the cause of many bad results. 
The wash we recommend is vrry simple, 
and comparatively easily prepare 1. Dis­ 
solve 30 pounds of whale-oil soap (80 per 
cent, soap, at the most costing 5 cents per 
pound) in 60 gallons of water, by heating 
the two together thoroughly. 
Boil thre6 
pounds of Fye (American concentrated lye 
is what we have used) with six pounds of 
sulphur and a couple of gallons of water. 
W hen thoroughly dissolved it is a dark- 
brown liquid (chemically sulphide of soda). 
Mix the two, the soap aiid the sulphide of 
soda, well, and allow them to boil for ab jut 
half an hour, then add about 90 gallons of 
water to the m ixture, and it is ready for 
use. Apply it warm, at 130° Fahrenheit, 
by means of a spray pum p. Used warm, 
its effect is better, and less m aterial is re­ 
quired than when cold. 
W e have found 
this wash effectual in destroying the follow­ 
ing insect pests : Olive, or black scale ( Le­ 
ctin ium olese), Ijaurel scale ( Lecnnium Verseie), 
W hite pear scale (Aspidiolus rapas:), P er­ 
nicious scale I Aspidiolus pernicious). Cot­ 
tony cushion scale (Icerya purchasi), Pear 
slug (Selandria cerari), (here killing eggs 
and larva), Aphides of all kinds. 
In fact, 
judging from its effects on these insects, we 
believe it will destroy all kinds of scale in ­ 
sects infesting trees, if used duriug sum ­ 
mer. 
EFFECT ON FUNGUS LIFE. 
As a destroyer of fungus life we have 
found it excellent, and believe it will effect 
a sure cure of different mildews, as well as 
for the black pear fungus. 
The exact tim e 
for application will vary somewhat, accord­ 
ing to the variety of trees and severity of 
the blight. An application of the com ­ 
pound was made to the trees in the experi­ 
m ental orchard of the College of A gricult­ 
ure, the present season, with great success. 
Am ong tbe great varieties of pears, m any 
were more and more subject to the black 
fungus, and the disease seemed to extend 


gradually to all varieties. They were all 
m ore or less affected this spring, but the 
application of the wash checked it im m e­ 
diately. A ll the pears are now perfectly 
smooth, instead of 
being sm utty and 
cracked. Last year was an unfavorable one 
for the development of the lungus, but va­ 
rieties worthless, even, through fungus, arc 
perfect now. 
For all pears not attacked by 
fungus previous to the tim e of tbe fruit 
setting, the application can be m ade any 
time after 
the 
setting, as 
long 
as 
the fruit is growing, but, of course, the 
sooner it is done the better. 
As regards 
the W inter Nelis, which seems to bo at­ 
tacked at tiie tim e of blcauiing, und gen­ 
erally is w hat might be term ed secondary 
stage o f the disease, the stage in which 
branches as well as foliage are affected, the 
spraying should be given during the early 
part of the sum m er, and again shortly be­ 
fore their blooming. A very sim ilar fungus, 
it not identical with the pear fungus, is 
spreading in our best apple regions, attack­ 
ing the w hite w inter penuain and the yei­ 
to v Newtown pippin, few varieties being 
totally exem pt from it. 
So serious is this 
trouble that I have seen fine young apple 
orchards for several seasons alm ost barren, 
or the crop alm ost worthless. 
Judging 
from the good effect of the wash on the 
pear trees, we would recommend it to be 
tri.-d thoroughly, by spraying in the sum ­ 
mer and in tlie early spring, at tin» same 
period suggested for the W inter Nelis. 
Finally, this m ixture will 
be found 
equally as efficient as the so called codlin 
m oth wash, to kill tlie larva of the codlin 
m oth. 
11 seems also to act as n preventive 
against the sam e in the case of later broods. 
It is quite as effectual os any of the other 
whale-oil s lap washes, if, indeed, they are 
very reliable remedies. 
As to this latter 
point, wo have not facts enough to prove 
anything very definitely yet, but we hope 
to collect a sufficient num ber this season, 
whereby we cun arrive at some conclusions.

T h e S n r r e n d o r T r e e o f V i c k s b u r g . 
V icksburg (Miss.), July 4th.—Twenty- 
three years ago to day, one and a half miles 
northeast from Vicksburg, Gen. U. 8. Grant 
received the su rrenderor Vicksburg and 
the Confederate arm y defending it, under a 
green ¡rec. u few hundred yards from the 
Confederate line of d'-fense, from Gen. 
I’cmberton, the Confederate commander. 
This surrender tree, as it was called, was 
all cut down and carried off by relic-hunt- 
ers, and even the very stum p of the tree 
even witli the ground. 
The United States 
G overnm ent then erected a granite m onu­ 
m ent to com m em orate the spot and ev en t; 
but the relic-hunters chipped and defaced 
this s i badly that the Government removed 
it to tbe National Cemetery of Vicksburg 
for preservation, and erected a large 120- 
pound gun that stands about fifteen feet 
high, w ith the inscription on it: 
" Tlie Snrrendor of Vicksburg, 
July 1, 1863, to Gen. V. S. Grant, 
by Gen. Pemberton.” 
The gun is surrounded by a low stone 
wall about two feet high. 
T he nnm erous 
visitors by driving near the m onum ent 
have m ade a deep cut or sunken road, and 
the rains have washed the light soils still 
deeper and exposed tbe roots ol the orig­ 
inal surrender tree under the m onum ent. 
I crawled under the m onum ent and with 
my knife cut off a piece of the surrender 
tree with m y own hand. 
A bout half a nrile south of the surrender 
spot., in a cemetery and on hillocks and ill 
ravines, are the graves of thousands of 
Confederate soldiers, and still half a mile 
further south is the National Cemetery, 
with the graves of 16,556 Union soldiers, 
till m arked, some with names, others tin- 
know, all with num bers, and m any with 
their Slates and regiments. 
At this season 
of the year the soldiers' graves in the cem­ 
etery are very green and look very pretty. 
— Cor. Globe-Democrat. 


T ype-Setting YVithont Copy. 
This lias always been thought to be a 
difficult feat, und one to be classed witli 
chess-playing when the board is removed 
from sight, as M orphy tqjd others have 
done, yet there are a good many proofs that 
the task has been accomplished and that 
repeatedly. T heau th o ro f a “Typographer," 
printed in Cincinnati more than twenty- 
five years ago, composed the entire woi’k 
w ithout a scrap of copy, except that part 
which showed the imposition of form s; 
Jam es F. Babcock, for m any years editor of 
the New Haven Palladium, in his younger 
days used always to turn his thoughts into 
metal, w ithout intervening paper ; Horuce 
Greeley did the same thing, and it was a 
common practice with Thurlow Weed. 
There is not, when the practice is ex­ 
amined, anything of inherent difficulty in 
it, except how to keep the m ind constantly 
upon the subject. 
Type-setting, after u 
practice of several years, becomes m echani­ 
cal ; there is no efibrt of thought required 
to punctuate, capitalize, or divide, for these 
problems have been determined by custom, 
and the only danger the compositor labors 
under is in having outs or doublets. A flu­ 
ent or verbose writer usually will see an 
advantage in adopting this method, while 
a man whose thoughts come slowly will 
have tim e enough to turn them and en­ 
large their expression. 
It is doubtful 
whether any tim e isthussaved, as thecom - 
positor works more slowly. 
Ill 'country 
newspapers, for one reason or another, this 
is frequently done, but in the present day 
of division of employm ents the editor 
rarely gets to the composing-room, much 
less sets tvne.—Bookmaker.

TEE 
CULTURE OF AMERICAN VINES 
IN FRANCE. 


About fifteen years ago the phylloxera 
pest assailed the vineyards of a large por­ 
tion of France. 
A vast number of reme­ 
dies were tried, not one of which proved 
a specific save the Hooding of low-lying 
vineyards. 
It was proposed about five 
years ago to substitute for the French 
vines aflected, American plants, and the 
plan was adopted over large areas. 
This 
displacement, of course, took a long time, 
and it is only recently that any pratical 
judgment, as to the result could he formed. 
Consul Mason, of Marseille», in obedience 
to the directions of the State Department 
of our Government has made a report on 
the subject, which is of high value to our 
viticulturists as light upon the subject of 
vine displacement as a remedy for the evil 
complained of. 
At the close of the year 1884, in fifty- 
three French departments containing 6,­ 
214,572 acres of 
vineyards, had been 
assailed by the pest and 2,511,540 acres of 
vines 
in whole or in part destroyed. 
Among those that suffered more severely 
were the departments of H erault, Ardeche, 
Bouches-du-Rlione, Yar, Aude, Pyrcnees- 
Orientales, Gard and Vaucluse, all in the 
Marseilles district and largely devoted to 
wine making, 
The close of the year 1884 
Witnessed growing in five of these depart­ 
ments 100,614 acres of American vines. 
The 
sulphide-of-carbon 
process 
had 
been 
tried 
and 
failed 
upon 
86,­ 
615 
acres, 
and 
58,237 
acres 
had 
been 
saved 
by 
immersion 
with 
water, 
thus drowning 
the 
parasite. 
The introduction of American roots'had 
begun in an irregular and scattered line of 
experimenting prior to the phylloxera in­ 
vasion, for the purpose of resisting a vine 
disease known as oidium. 
When the par­ 
asite appeared it will be remembered that I 
the charge was made that the pest came j 
with the American ...les—was an ini-1 
portation. 
But this was disproven, lor it 
presently became apparent, as the phyl­ 
loxera appeared, that native vines suc- 
c'***ibed while American roots in adjacent 
rows resisted the assault. 
Scientific in­ 
vestigation was had, and demonstrated 
that our vines are of a different woody 
fiber and a characteristic quality of vital­ 
ity. 
For instance, the native vine stung 
by the parasite rots, while the imported 
vine shows blotches and knots, docs not 
die, and retains ordinary health. 
So, too, 
when the leaves are assaulted, the Amer­ 
ican growth shows wounds but does not 
die. 
This is not, however, true of all Amer­ 
ican vines, for not all successfully resisted. 
Some in course of time became as suscept­ 
ible to attack and as unable to resist as the 
native roots, while others proved their 
ability to withstand the parasitic attack. 
Mr. Mason says this judgment was not 
established 
without 
great 
cost, 
and 
arduous labor and long waiting. The re­ 
sult was so favorable, as a whole, that all 
vine-growing France rushed into the im­ 
portation of American stocks, and very 
naturally, in the enthusiasm of the new 
idea, made some eggregious and painful 
blunders. On this subject he says: 
Hundreds of thousands o f roots and cuttings 
were imported fTom the United States and 
planted indiscriminately wherever they were 
needed. Instead of experim enting on a small 
scale with different varieties to ascertain their 
fitness for new conditions of soil and climate, 
m any farmers planted whole vineyards with 
the Clinton, the Concord, the Taylor and Nor­ 
ton’s Virginia, all of which showed for a time 
great promise, but eventually, in certain loca­ 
tions, languished, became 
weak, 
uncertain 
growers, and had to be abandoned. 
So the French vineyardists discovered 
that the American vines were more capri­ 
cious and exacting than the standard Eu­ 
ropean varieties, such as the Aramont, 
Chasselas and Clairette. The climate of 
south France is wholly dissimilar from 
that of the United States, except a portion 
of California. The American vines were 
accustomed to a virgin soil, rich in all the 
elements of vitality, whereas they were 
transplanted to soils fatigued by “ centu­ 
ries of culture.” 
Again, the French ap­ 
plied their system of close pruning, which 
the .American vines ill sustained. Some 


years were lost in discovering these things, 
and that “ for every variety of soil, expos­ 
ure and degree of moisture, there are one 
or two American vines better adapted than 
others,” and that this can only be deter­ 
mined by each wine-grower for himself 
and by experiment. Seventeen of the 
seventy-two grapevine» indigenous to Amer­ 
ica have been subjected to culture, ami ex­ 
periment has shown that the varieties 
which proved most effective as stocks for 
grafting with European grapes belong to 
these species; 
The “ Fox ” ( Vitis labrusca ¡—Of Penn­ 
sylvania and F lorida; varieties, Isabella, 
Concord, Diana, York’s Madeira, Enme­ 
lan, Hartford Prolific. 
The “ Summer” ( Viiix (Estiralis)—Of 
Virginia, the Carolinas and the Gulf 
States; 
varieties, Jacquez, 
Herbemont, 
Alvey, Norton’s Virginia, Cynthiana, Le­ 
noir, Hermann. 
The “ W inter” ( Vitis cordifolia)— Of 
Pennsylvania and Florida; varieties, Clin­ 
ton, Vialla, Othello, Oporto, Franklin. 
“ Round-leaved vine”— Vitis rotundifolia, 
of Virginia, the Carolinas and Gulf States; 
varieties, Scuppernong, Flowers, Thomas, 
Tcnderpulp, Wish and Richmond. 
“ Riverside”— Vitis riparia of the Ohio 
valley; varieties, R. Glabra, Tomenteux 
and others. 
All these varieties the Consul certifies 
have been thoroughly tested in the Mar­ 
seilles district, and the results confirmed 
by the observation of the leading wine­ 
growers. 
Of the direct producers the 
American 
vines 
yielding 
marketable 
wines 
without 
grafting 
he 
gives 
the 
Clinton 
preference, 
but 
it 
has 
proved 
too 
fastidious, 
and 
after 
a 
few years of fine yield in many cxises de­ 
generates. 
It is hence no longer a favor­ 
ite. 
The Concord began with great prom­ 
ise, blit has the fault of the Clinton in 
time. The Jacquez is the most successful 
direct producer among the American vines 
in France. 
In that hot climate it has de­ 
veloped qualities not credited to it as 
grafting stock and direct producer in 
4 merica. 
But it is more vulnerable to 
the assaults of the phylloxera, and re­ 
quires careful attention. 
The Herbemont 
ranks in France next to the Jacquez, but 
is sparing in its yield; its clusters ripen 
tardily and the vine requires exceptionally 
favorable conditions of soil and exposure. 
The Cunningham or Long Grape is mainly 
used as grafting stock for the Chasselas, 
Clairette and Aramont. 
The Isabella is 
abandoned, as soon 
vulnerable to the 
phylloxera. The Lenoir proves in France 
one of the best direct producers and grafts 
well. 
The 
Othello, 
a 
hybrid, from 
the Canada Clinton and Black Hamburg, 
stands high as a resistent and a producer. 
W ith these exceptions, Mr. Mason reports 
that “ it "may be said that the native 
American varieties of grapes have achieved, 
as direct producers of marketable wines, 
only a partial and uncertain success in 
this part of France. As a rule the same 
rank, aromatic flavors which render our 
grapes more valuable for the table than the 
wine press, have been recognized as de­ 
fects by the French wine-growers. 
It is 
rather as grafting stocks for standard 
European varieties that the American 
vines are subserving the most useful pur­ 
poses in restoring the blasted vineyards of 
France.” Of the grafting varieties ac­ 
cepted in France, lie places York’s Madeira 
first. 
In France its American liability to 
prematurely slied its leaves and tardily 
and imperfectly ripen its fruit have dis­ 
appeared, and it there also resists the 
phylloxera. 
The objections to it are the 
wild, rank flavor of its wine, and that as 
a direct producer it hears sparingly, but 
when grafted with the Aramon or Chas­ 
selas it attains high vigor, increasing with 
age. 
Taylors Prolific stands next in 
order, and the result of its graft with 
Chasselas and Aramon is among the finest 
in France. 
Several other varieties are 
reported with specific virtues, and the 
Consul concludes that, while the experi­ 
ments have not been wholly successful, 
yet the testimony establishes the fact that 
in a course of years the culture of Ameri­ 
can grapes in France will he reduced to 
an exact science, and will work a complete 
restoration of French vineyards. 


MEXICAN 
HATRED 


The United 


OF AMERICANS. 


Government de­ 
ft tates 
nianded peremptorily the release of Cut­ 
ting, an American citizen imprisoned at 
Paso del Norte, Mexico. The local Mex­ 
ican officials now as peremptorily refuse to 
to comply, and say, with a sneer, that they 
will obey no orders except they come from 
the*Governmer.t of the State of Chihuahua. 
In procuring these orders the officials are 
taking their own time, and very leisurely, 
too. 
In 
the 
meanwhile 
the 
pris­ 
oner is treated brutally and is slowly sink­ 
ing by reason of the niglil sweats to which 
his close dungeon subjects him. Evidently 
these Mexican officials have small respect 
for the United States of America. That 
Mexicans generally dislike Americans is 
no secret. 
The Germans and English, in 
pushing their own commercial interests, 
do all they can to foster this hatred of 
“ Yankees.” 
The result ifqtliat when one 
of our people falls into the clutches of the 
Mexican law it fares badly with him. Only 
a few days ago a Constable shot d >wn an 
American citizen on the order of a Mexi­ 
can Justice of the Peace, without a shadow 
of excuse. 
American citizens have, over 
and over again, been “ squeezed” to extort 
“ tax money,” while other foreigners have 
lieen but gently coerced. 
In all ways they 
dare, the Mexicans put our people to an­ 
noyance, and treat them with indignities 
where there is the slightest possible ap­ 
parent excuse for it. 
It is time all this 
sort of thing stopped. Onr people travel 
to the borders, but only rarely cross over, 
for it is thoroughly well known that such 
welcome as they receive is plated and un­ 
generous. 
The mere tourist, however, 
fares better than 
the .American who 
goes 
to 
Mexico 
on 
commercial 
enterprise, or 
who 
lives 
near 
the 
border, and is, by reason of business, com­ 
pelled frequently to cross it, while the 
American 
merchant 
and 
shipper in 
Mexico, of all others discover soonest 
how much of genuine dislike, not to say 
hatred of the American, there is ill-con­ 
cealed beneath the formalities of the so­ 
cial exterior. This condition of things is 
not growing better; on the contrary, it 
steadily grows worse. The cause for it is 
in 6ome degree due to our own folly, ne­ 
glect and arrogance, but most largely it is 
due to German and English influence in 
Mexico. The ways to the correction of 


all tbits are the adoption of a liberal policy 
in our dealings with Mexicans; the adapt­ 
ing of our goods exported to the special 
needs of the country ; a strictly straight­ 
forward course of business dealing; patient 
and courteous demeanor by our people in 
Mexico; encouragement of the proposed 
Congress of American fttates ; avoidance of 
all expression or action that conveys to 
the Mexican the idea that we hold our­ 
selves to be his superior ; prompt punish­ 
ment of all border ami other offenders 
against the rights of the Mexicans; rigid 
exactions from Mexican fttates of respect 
for the rights of our citizens; such firm­ 
ness and aggressive boldness by our Gov­ 
ernment as will testify to a determination 
behind it to command respect, or at least 
an open show of regard for our rights. 


THE NAVIGABLE RIVERS. 


The R ecobd-Union’s jealousy cf any 
assaults upon the navigable rivers of Cali­ 
fornia for irrigation or any other purposes 
i» not to he taken as an antagonism to irri­ 
gation systems for California, the need of 
which for the broadest useful application 
of the waters of the fttate to the lands of 
the people is fully appreciated hv us, and 
most ardently desired. 
We take it that 
the fttate can consent to no jtolicv what­ 
ever that will endanger, for instance, the 
navigability of the Sacramento river, sub­ 
ject its waters to diversion to the injury of 
its channel, or the deterioration of its 
ifirrving, discharge or scouring capacity, 
or indeed that will starve it by such di­ 
version of its natural tributaries as will 
produce such results. 
By the compact 
under which California was admitted into 
the Union, she is hound to permit nothing 
I that will impair these streams, or de­ 
stroy their navigability. 
No legislation 
will be effective that does not keep this 
compact clearly in view. 
W hile for com­ 
mercial reasons these rivers must he pre­ 
served, the climatic conditions of the val­ 
leys they drain demand that their flow 
shall continue. 
But there is waste water, 
and to the use of such surplus, under 
proper control of the Government, there 
can he no reasonable objection. 


DANGER AHEAD. 


THE NEW DEAL. 


The English Empire is about to install 
a new Ministry. 
New engineers are to he 
put in charge, and it now devolves on the 
Tories to run the machinery with greater 
care than has ever before been given it. 
They have no easy task. 
The 206 Glad- 
stonian and Parnellite followers will be 
constantly on the alert to trip the heels of 
the Cabinet. 
I.et us watch now for the 
fulfillment of the Conservative programme 
to “ crush the Irish Nationalists” and rule 
Ireland with the hand gloved in steel. 
That it will prove a failing policy we sin­ 
cerely believe. 
In this day of the nine­ 
teenth century, a people English speaking 
and with the example of successful demo­ 
cratic government before them, cannot he 
ruled satisfactorily without their consent. 
To this England must come, sooner or later. 
Instead of the “ resolute ru le” Jxml Salis­ 
bury promises, we look for an effort to steal 
Gladstone’s thunder, and to pacifícate Ire­ 
land with a middle-gronud policy. So far 
as the Tories are concerned it will he the 
safer policy. 


T h e San Francisco Report apologizes, 
and declares the Governor's message was 
published 
in advance by mistake. Of 
course no paper hoping to maintain any 
shadow of public respect can afford to give 
it» word and then violate it. 
Since the 
Report declares its act was accidental, the 
message being in type and being inad­ 
vertantly put into the “ form,” the state­ 
ment must he accepted. 
Yet if we re­ 
member aright the lines prefacing the 
message in the Report read that it was the 
message the Governor would present to the 
Legislature. 
W hich is strange. 


I t now develops on the trial of the Chi­ 
cago Anarchists, that while the people of 
that city knew the rascals were holding 
meetings weekly, and threatening to kill 
men and women and destroy property, they 
did not know that the assassins were de­ 
liberately concocting a conspiracy to over­ 
throw local, fttate and national Govern­ 
ment. Of course their efforts would have 
proved puerile, but just the same they de­ 
serve punishment, and just the same Mayor 
Harrison deserves censure for permitting 
the conspirators to preacli treason, fire and 
murder. 


C i n c i n n a t i papers claim more churches 
to the population in that city than in any 
portion, section or city of the Union. 
Ad­ 
mit it, and yet it remains that Cincinnati 
can get up riots sooner and on less provo­ 
cation, stuff ballot boxes with greater ease, 
concoct more political deviltry and har­ 
bor a meaner and more detestable lot of 
socialistic rascals than any city on the 
continent. 
But we intend no reflection on 
the churches. 
Heaven knows there is 
need of one on every corner in that city. 


A ftT. P aul paper says; 
“ If the people

AN INDEPENDENT JUDICIARY THE 


PEOPLE’S SAFEGUARD. 


M em o rial o f th e S an F ra n cisc o B a r 
A g ain st th e P ro p o sed D isru p ­ 
tio n o f th e S u p rem e C ourt. 


The following is the memorial which was 
on Thursday presented to the Bar Associa­ 
tion of San Francisco by John Currey. Ed­ 
ward It. Taylor, Richard Y. Hayne and 
Thomas 
P. Stoney, and 
unanimously 
adopted: 
To the Senate and Assembly of the State of 
California, in Extra Session 
Your memori­ 
alise, the Bar Associalion of San Francisco 
and members of l he Bar of the State of 
California, respectfully beg leave to repre­ 
sent to you that, in their view*, so much of 
the Governor’s proclamation as invites 
your labors to the reorganization of the 
Supreme Court of this State is not war­ 
ranted by any sufficient public emergency, 
and that should you undertake such labors 
with the result desired bv the Executive, 
such result could not but he full of peril to 
the State. 
It is proposed, because of a certain deci 
sion of the Court, assumed to be wrong, to 
abolish the Court as at preseut constituted, 
and upon its ruins to erect another appel­ 
late tribunal, whose members shall agree 
with the views of those who now clamor 
for the destruction. Because a co-ordinate 
branch of the Government lias met the 
official displeasure of another co-ordinate 
branch, this latter has called upon the 
third co-ordinate branch to take summary 
measures for the purpose of rendering the 
one subservient to the others. That this is 
so palpable ¡is to be gross, is evident upon 
the most cursory reading of the Governor's 
proclamation, especially if it he read in the 
light of the history ot the time.

The charge, and the sole charge, is tnat 
they (the Justices) have rendered a decision 
inimical to certain interests, and must 
hence he removed, and tlmt without delay, 
in order that decisions may be rendered on 
the subject of water rights which are favor­ 
able to those interests.' We venture to say, 
and we say it witli deliberation, that there 
is here presented the gravest question ever 
presented to the people of this State : and 
we further venture the assertion that what 
is proposed to be done will, if carried to 
accomplishment, stand single and alone in 
anomalous deformity. 
We cannot, it is 
insisted, keep too 
strongly intrenched within our hearts a 
deep affection for our form of govern­ 
ment—a government resting as it dots 
upon th ■ three equal columns of an inde­ 
pendent and co-ordinate Executive, an in 
dependent and co-ordinate legislative body, 
and an equally independent and co-ordi­ 
nate judiciary. An independent judiciary 
i» absolutely essential to the welfare of the 
people—without it the weak are but a prey 
to the strong, and corruption and fraud can 
work as they will. 
It is one of thechief objections to repub 
lies that the rights of the minority are not 
sufficiently protected ; and it is evident 
the most superficial observer that our sys­ 
tem of government was framed, as ta ra s 
possible, to do away with this objection. 
The principal means to this end is the ju ­ 
diciary. which lias been happily termed 
the balance-wheel of the system! It is of 
the las: importance that this delicate in­ 
strument should be shielded 
from the 
shock ot conflicting interests and removed 
from the effects of popular excitement.

It is well said by Chancellor K en t; 
‘ It 
is requisite that the Courts of justice should 
deal impartially aud truly, according to 
law, between sui'ors of every description 
whether the cause, the question, or the 
party be popular or unpopular. To give 
them the courage and the firmness to do it. 
the Judges ought to be confident of the se­ 
curity of their salaries and station." And 
Mr. Justice Storey declares that “ where 
there is no judicial department to interpret, 
pronounce and execute the laws, decide 
controversies and to enforce rights, the 
Government must either perish by its own 
imbecility, or the other departments of 
Government must usurp powers for the 
purpose of commanding obedience, to the 
destruction of liberty. The will of those 
who govern will become, under such cir­ 
cumstances, absolute and despotic ; and it 
is wholly immaterial whether power i 
vested in a single tyrant, or in an assembly 
of tyrants.” 
The penetrating genius o! Montesquieu 
saw, even in his day, the necessity for a 
complete independence 
of the judicial 
power, and in his "Spirit ot Laws” he 
tersely says that " there is no liberty if the 
judiciary power be not separated from the 
legislative and executive powers.”

Is it cot plain that Judges cannot he in 
dependent if the tenure of their offices de­ 
pends upon popular favor? For even if 
we say that the popular feeling is a desir­ 
able " rule of action,” it is an exceedingly 
difficult one to interpret correctly. Hosts 
of so-styled statesmen and legislators have 
ruined themselves because tlu-y have mis­ 
taken the feeling of the people in regard to 
the questions upon which they were toact, 
and there is no reason to suppose that 
Judges would be more successful. 
More­ 
over. popular feeling is exceedingly change­ 
able, and it is easily warped by class inter­ 
ests and subject to artificial stimulus, alas I 
top easily administered by those whose in­ 
terest it is to do so. But independent of 
these considerations, popular feeling is not 
a desirable rule of action for a Court to 
follow. It- means the feeling of the mnj ,r- 
itv, and leaves entirely out of account the 
rights cf the minority, which latter, under 
our system, it is mainly the function of the 
Court's to protect. 
An independent judiciary can never, 
under any system of government, be se­ 
cured if the Judges can be turned out at a 
moment’s notice whenever they have ren­ 
dered a decision which a powerful interest 
dislikes, or their places put in peri! when­ 
soever the legislative and the executive 
branches of the Government may chance 
to ass .me the lawto be difieren*, from what 
the Courts have pronounced it to be. We 
submit it is obvious that if one supposed 
public emergency can warrant the expul­ 
sion of the Judges another one can, and the 
result would he such insecurity in the ten­ 
ure of their office, and such uncertainty as 
to property rights based on previous decis­ 
ions, as to eventuate in the direst confusion, 
and in the practical destruction of the jn- 
diciary as a co ordinate branch of the Gov­ 
ernment. 
Besides, it must he recollected that the 
class that leads the attack to-day may have 
to defend it3elf to-morrow. At one time 
the danger is that powerful corporations get 
control of affairs and levy a cruel tribute 
upon the community ; at another, it is that 
large masses of the peopie become so galled 
by the oppression that they seek to accom­ 
plish things which are a menace to ail 
forms of property and to society itself. The 
great safeguard is an upright and independ­ 
ent judiciary. To say that this safeguard 
is to be broken down when one side or the 
other gets the upper hand, is going a long 
way toward sayinglhere is no longer to be 
a reign of law ; for there is little difference 
between the Anarchist piatform—“ We hate 
all law and will overturn i t ”—and the 
platform which demands that judicial de­ 
cisions must be rendered obedient to the 
assumed popular feeling of the time. 
Such a prospect is opened up to us by 
what is now proposed, and the vista is sim­ 
ply shocking to every one who loves his 
couiltrv and his kind. We by no means 
impute to the Governor any desire to bring 
about such a state of things, bnt we do 
assert that such a state of things is so likely 
to result as must give you pause. We call 
upon you earnestly, and as men zealous for 
the public good, to take no step upon the 
road pointed out to you bv the Executive 
finger—a road which can lead to nothing 
but evil. 


If removal in such cases be sought to be 
justified upon the ground that every de­ 
cision of a Court should be such as to be 
in accord with the wishes or the impres­ 
sions of a majority of the people, then the 
onlv alternative is to abolish the Courts en­ 
tirely and submit all controversies to a 
popular vote. 
Under no circumstances whatever can a 
change in Court be justified merely because 
it is thought by a few or by many that the 
Court has decided wrong. Society can not 
afford to pay such a price for reversals of 


the judgments of its Courts. Even if. by 
the change carried out as proposed, a Su­ 
preme Court of equal perfection could be 
obtained, this all-perfect Court would at 
last turn out a pernicious gift. 
Born under 
such auspices, it in 
its 
turn 
would 
have to give way whenever the occasion 
arose, as it certainly would, and in the end 
anarchy and corruption would reign su­ 
preme. 
, 
Your memorialists therefore submit to 
your honorable bodies the foregoing rea­ 
sons against your proposing any amend­ 
ment to the State Constitution providing 
tor the reorganization of the Supreme Court 
of the State.

LETTER FROM N. D. RIDEOUT 


C o n c e rn in g th e S to n y C re e k a n d » a c ra - 


D i e n t o I r r ig a tio n C a n a ls. 
Ens. Recobd-Union : 
In your issue of 
the 22d you have an article on the “ Stony 
Creek" aud “ Sacramento R iver” irriga­ 
tion canals, with which I had some con­ 
nection two and one-half years ago. 
The 
B<i also had a communication over the 
signature of “ Farmer.” relating to the 
same matter. 
It seemed to be the purpose 
in both publications to exhibit those pro­ 
posed projects as huge monopolies and to 
hold them up as samples of those to be 
expected if any system of water appropri­ 
ation should he devised by this or follow­ 
ing Legislatures of this State. A brief, 
plain statement of the facts connected with 
those two canal enterprises 
will show 
how warped 
and 
unfair 
any 
such 
inferences 
and 
intimations 
are. 
In order that the cause of irrigation may 
receive no prejudice, and that my actions 
in connection with these irrigating enter­ 
prises may be truthfully known by my 
neighbors and fellow-citizens, I ask you to 
publish the following: The necessity of 
irrigation on the Colusa plains had been 
long known and felt, and there had been a 
profound conviction on the part of land­ 
owners and farmers that some system 
should be inaugtnated whereby the sit: - 
plus waters of Stony creek and the. Sacra; 
mento, which are allowed to flow to the 
sea unused, could be brought to their 
parched and thirsty soils. 
There were fre­ 
quent meetings and consultations of these 
land-owuers and farmers to devise means 
to accomplish this end. 
There were 
grave 
doubts 
of 
the 
practica­ 
bility 
ot 
any 
large 
canal 
on ac­ 
count of 
topographical 
and financial 
obstacles. In order to solve these doubts, 
in connection with other land-owuers and 
farmers, at a heavy expense, I caused a 
survey to he made of a canal from Stony 
creek through the plains. At the time tha! 
survey was commenced we filed a notice of 
appropriation of water in conformity to the 
laws of practice of the State, which had 
existed for years. This was for the benefit 
of the land-owners and farmers ah n ; the 
proposed line of the canal, who were to 
turnish the means to do the work. This 
filing ot a notice of appropriation was 
merely a precautionary one. and it was a 
n; ccssary one tor their protect» n. 
With­ 
out this precaution, after we had been to an 
outlay ot thousands of dollars for the sur­ 
vey, we might have found the water 
c aimed by outside parties. 
In the survey 
of the Stony creek canal unforeseen diffi­ 
culties were found ,that determined us to 
make a survey from the Sacramento river. 
For the same precautionary reasons a no­ 
tice of water appropriation was tiled. This 
canal was to have been built in the same 
manner as the former proposed one—that 
is. by the people who owned the land along 
its line. In short, it was intended to he a 
co-operative work among land-owners and 
farmers. This latter project met with oppo­ 
sition from the valley papers, front a fear 
that it would endanger navigation, and it 
wa3 therefore abandoned. The cost of 
these surveys was several thousand dollars, 
which was paid bv a few individuals, al­ 
though the work was in the interest of 
laml-ownera 
along tiie whole line of 
the 
canals. 
These 
notices 
of 
water 
appropriation 
expired 
in 
sixty 
days 
after they were posted, and have been 
dead and inoperative for more than two 
years. 
There was no water monopoly in 
either of these canal projects. They were 
intended to be owned by the landowners 
and farmers along their proposed lines, and 
if they could have been constructed they 
would have been of incalculable benefit to 
that county. This is in brief the hist" y 
of the Stony creek and Sacramento river 
canals. 
I may add that so far as the Sacramento 
river is concerned, 1 am entirely satisfied 
front investigation of the subject, that no 
water should be taken from the Sacramento 
river, the diversion of which can in any 
way interfere with its navigability, nor will 
the Government permit any person or State 
lodoso. There is, however, during quite 
a portion of the year a large surplus' which 
finds its way over and through levees and 
hunks into the lule3, which "might Ac util­ 
ized, not only to the immeasurable benefit 
of the plains on the west, by winter or 
spring irrigation, or storage for summer 
use, hut also to the relief of the river and 
valley to the extent of the water thus di­ 
verted to public use.

ib is Legislature had the 
power to do it, they were called together 
for that purpose, the exigencies of the 
tim es demanded it, and they should im m e­ 
diately hi t in the :..;.::er. lie also spoke 
well of the other bill under consideration, 
asking that the committee recommend its 
passage. 
Samuel Frowler, of Tulare county, also 
an irrigationist, said this was a m atter of 
vital inijioruncc, one that demands im ­ 
m ediate and decisive action. The talk of 
robbing riparianists, said he, by taking 
w ater from its natural bed, is all Losli. 
It 
is tbe merest moonshine and the sheerest 
nonsense. The riparianists should be al­ 
lowed all the water they require for actual 
purposes, even more; but none of it should 
be allowed to run to waste. The prosperity 
of the State, the future of our comm on­ 
wealth depends upon the action of this 
Legislature. 
Let all the waters of tbe 
streams referred to in those bills, so boun­ 
tifully bestowed by nature, be used by those 
who need and require it for beneficial pur­ 
poses. 
F. Church, another irrigationist from 
Fresno, spoke regarding the striking from 
the statute books of Section 1422 of the 
Civil Codt. 
H e said it was obnoxious to 
his people and detrim ental to the best in­ 
terests of tbe State. All such obstacles 
should be removed from the statute books. 
They stood in the way of the adm inistra­ 
tion oi even-handed justice. 
H e boldly 
stated that while this committee was at 
work in the Capitol endeavoring to perfect 
laws, just and equitable to all, laws that 
would protect inviolate the rights of every 
citizen, the poor farm er and the rich and 
extensive land-owner, they did not have 
before them a single riparinnist to present 
that side of the case, or urge any reason 
why in their opinion the proposed Acts 
were not just and equitable. 
The riparian­ 
ists are without the walls o f this building 
to-day endeavoring to influence individual 
members of the Legislature in a m anner 
not born of theories or grounded in justice, 
but by arguments more potent and substan­ 
tial. ’ 
M unday offered a resolution to the effect 
that w hen they adjourned they would do 
so to 7:30 p. m , and th at the Secretary no­ 
tify all interested parties, particularly ripa­ 
rianists, to be present. 
It was carried. 
Long of Tuolum ne said lie had heard 
m any members from m ining sections find­ 
ing fault with the irrigation biiis because 
the word m ining was not used. 
The 
framers of the bills had answered them 
that it was unnecessary to place therein 
tbe word m ining in order to protect that 
industry. 
W hy not then leave out the 
word irrigation ’ 
Is it necessary to tbe 
protection of the agricultural interests? 
After some further rem arks the com m it­ 
tee adjourned, in accordance with M un­ 
day'a resolution, until 7:30 P. M. 
The Assembly Irrigation Committee met 
in the Suprem e Court-room last evening, 
but no quorum being present, they ad­ 
journed to 6:30 p. m. Monday evening.' The 
Secretary wa3 instructed to invite the 
Assembly Committee on 
Constitutional 
Am endm ents to meet with them . 
The 
questions to be discussed before both com­ 
mittees are identical in nature, and a bear­ 
ing of argum ents by the committees jointly 
will expedite business.

LOCOKOTIví BUMPING. 


A S m ash -l:p in th e R a ilro ad Y ard Yes­ 
te rd a y . 
Yesterday afternoon the Reno passenger 
train, due in tbe depot at 2 o’clock, collided 
with switch engine No. 125 in the railroad 
yard, just above the shops, at a point where 
the Sixth-street side track joins the main 
track. 
The pieces of m aterial knocked 
from the two engines, and strewed along 
the'trsck indicated th at the sw itch engine 
had been on the m ain track, and was just 
going to back in upon the switch w hen'the 
train turned the curve from the north levee 
and could not be avoided. Probably if the 
train had come thirty seconds later there 
would not have bean any trouble, but as it 
was, tbe locomotives met with a crash, 
there being no tim e for the engineer of No. 
22' . the engine frotu Reno, to do more 
th an reverse. The blow knocked N.>, 125 
two or three car lengths down the switch, 
and the train engine attempted to climb 
over her. 
No. 225’s pilot ami cowcatcher 
were smashed into sm ithereens, her for­ 
ward truck knocked into pi, and her front 
stove in. 
H er boiler frame penetrated the 
boiler of No. 125, breaking some of the 
tubes, and allowing the water and steam in 
tbe boiler to escape. 
Both locomotives 
lost their headligbts, and their smokestacks 
looked as if they had been on a spree. The 
front platform of the mail-c.tr cut a gash 
in the tender of No. 225, and was itself 
considerably demoralized. A num ber of 
Indians were occupying it, taking a free 
ride to the* city from the m ountains, and 
the coming ti gether of the engines was 
evidently too m uch for the fit tin d stoicism 
of the race, judging from their yells. One 
young redskin had his hand badly hurt, 
it was fortunate that the locomotive? 
struck squarely and remained upon the 
rails, else there m ight have been more 
serious results as far as the Indians, and 
perhapis others, were concerned. 
Railroad 
men say it was the most extensive smash- 
up that has ever taken place in the yard, 
but neverthek-s no one was badly hurt. 
Lawrence McKcarney, engineer of No. 225, 
received a cut on the forehead and bruises; 
a youth named Norton, fireman on the 
switch engine, had his right leg scalded be­ 
low the knee, and Billy Lamplirey, bag­ 
gage man, was considerably bruised by 
baggage falling upon him . A lthough there 
m ust have been a severe jolt, but few of 
the pascengers had any idea that there had 
been a collision until they left the cars. 
The switch engine was in ¡notion backing 
away from the coming train when struck, or 
the collision would have been more severe. 
The m ain track was cleared prom ptly, and 
the ;:aiu reached the depot only twenty- 
five m inutes behind time, leaving tbe 
locomotives still rubbing noses on the side 
track.

Y uba county is situated on the eastern 
aide of th e Sacram ento valley, anil adjoins 
Placer, Sierra, Nevada and Sutter. 
It em ­ 
braces a large portion of the foothill lands 
on the lower western slope of the Sierra 
Nevada. 
Up to about the year 1850 these 
foothills were tilled w ith busy m iners, but 
—w ith the exception of a few m ines th at 
have sinco been worked by the hydraulic 
and drifting processes—this industry has 
alm ost vanished. 
Tho western portion of 
the county embraces gome of the richest 
valley land in th e Sacram ento valley, and 
Y uba has long been known as one of the 
richest agricultural counties in the State. 
The county is finely watered. The Feather 
river, a navigable stream O r gome miles 
above M arysville, courses on the western 
side of the county, and Hear river, a tu rb ­ 
ulent m ountain stream ,runs alongthelow er 
line of the county, both of which join the 
Sacramento. 
The Yuba, w hich rises in 
th e heart of th e Sierra, courses through 
the county in a westerly direction, and 
joina the Feather at the point where the 
city of Marysville is located. 
All these 
stream s have tributaries of considerable 
size, show ing th at the water supply of the 
comity is well distributed. 
IN TUB Til K KM A I. J1KI.T. 
W ith the exception of a few weeks of i 
quite warm weather in m idsum m er, the 
clim ate of Yuba is d elig h tfu l; and even in 
the season alluded to the tem perature does 
not differ from that of other portions of the 
upper Sacramento basin. 
In Yuba flowers 
bloom nearly every m outh in the year, 
while in the sa ne latitude on the eastern 
side of the continent the winters are often 
excessively cold, and the sum m ers unbear­ 
ably hot. Statistics running back thirty 
vear.s show the mean annual t in perm uro 
íor Y uba to be 00°. 
For the spring and 
sum m er m onths it is 50.53, for the 8 im raer 
71.8°, forautaniuG 1.0o,an d for w inter49.2°. 
This average of tem perature is not ex­ 
celled in any other part of the United 
States or Enrope. 
llie h winds or h u r­ 
ricanes are unknow n 
iu 
that section, 
as indeed 
is 
the case 
alm ost gener­ 
ally throughout the northern interior 
of California. T he advantages of a clim ate 
of this character over th at of gections 
where the winters areof fiveor six m onths’ 
duration, can hardly he estim ated from an 
economic point of view, and are appreci­ 
ated only by thoae who have experienced 
both. H ere live stock require no particular 
care in winter, and th e saving in the one 
item of fuel a'.one is mi im portant consid­ 
eration to families. T he average anrmnl 
rainfall for Y uba county is 22 inches ; for 
the w inter m onths 12 1 inches; for the 
spring 
m onths, 5.15; 
for 
the sum m er 
m onths, .15, and for the autum n m onths, 
4.(1 inches. The lowest tem perature on 
record, for M arysville, is 2>5° above zero, 
and the highest—where the test was fair— 
100°. 
RItS0URGES Of TCEA. 
It would be difficult to find anyw here in 
the favored valley of the Sacram ento soil 
superior to that of Y uba—either in tb e val­ 
ley or in the foothills. A long the stream s 
the soil id of a vegetable m old. 
On the 
higher plains it contains sand, clay, lime, 
iron, and various saline and alkaline m at­ 
ters. 
Fertility is not its only claim upon 
th e attention of the agriculturist, for It pos- 
sessesses qualities of an enduring character. 
Created by long-continued washtng9 From 
Uie m ountains above, it has great depth and 
richness. The soil of the foothills is differ­ 
ent, and is specially adapted to horticulture, 
grape culture especially. 
The products of the soil embrace ail the 
usual semi-tropical grains, fruit, etc. The 
average yield of w heat is eighteen bushels 
to the acre, and of barley twenty-two. 
A p­ 
ples, peaches, piare, p'.ums, apricots, cher­ 
ries. nectarines, eta, are successfully grown 
in all parts of th e county, as well as the 
sm aller fruits and berries. 
The orange, 
lem on, olive,, fig and nhnond are gro.vn 
w ithout special care or effort, w hile wine, 
table and raisin grapes o f tire choicest 
varieties yield abundantly. As high as $75 
to $125 profit per .'.ere has often been real­ 
ized front vineyards of Murcat, Muscatel 
and other choice varieties. 
W ith all these 
advantages and Inducem ents for people to 
engage in fruit and grape culture, scuicely 
more than oue-eighth of tire land in the 
county has ev. r been cultivated. 
Here, 
surely, is som ething for the im m igrant and 
the struggling farm er of the East to reflect 
upon.

In the years from 1853 to 1857 I was en­ 
gaged in m ining in Jossphine county, Ore­ 
gon. and was in the m idst of w hat will be 
remembered by old residents as the Rogue 
River Indian W ar, in which General Jo 
seph lam e was for a tim e in com m and of 
volunteers. 
And 
the available U nited 
States troops on the coast were also in the 
field. 
The war raged for two or three years, and 
victory was as oltcn achieved by the In ­ 
dians as by the troops. 
In the m eantim e 
all isolated m ining cam ps were compelled 
to build 
stockades fur protection, and 
ranchers left their houses and gathered at 
central points for the same purpose. 
After three or tour years of exciting war­ 
fare our troops succeeded in capturing Cap­ 
tain Jo, the Napoleon of the Indians, and 
sent him to A lcatraz for confinement. 
His 
capture soon brought the war to a close, 
and started an arm y of claim ants for serv­ 
ices and supplies furnished the troops dur­ 
ing the war. The troops, both regular and 
volunteer, issued w hat they denom inated 
" war scrip " in paym ent for supplies ull 
over the country. The aggregate of this 
scrip am ounted to between three and four 
m illions of dollars, and was denounced as 
a gigantic swindle. 
Finally, Congress appointed a commis­ 
sion of arm y officers to visit the localities 
where the scrip was held and determ ine 
w hat portion of it ought to be paid. Theae 
officers fulfilled the duties of their appoint­ 
m ent—allowed such claim s as they found 
legitim ate; cut down those found to be ex­ 
orbitant, aud still the claims against the 
Govern meu* am ounted to neur three m il­ 
lions of dollars. Scarcely a m an engaged 
in business from Portland to the California 
line but hail m ore or less of this w ar scrip. 
M erchauts in the interior were forced to 
supply food and forage to the troops und 
vi-luuteers for their own protection; and 
in m any instances the entire slock of the 
traders at th e mines was so used. 
After the commission had m ade their re­ 
port Senator Lane asked for an appropria­ 
tion to pay these claims fur four successive 
years, but was each tim e m et w ith the 
claim that tbe thing was a swindle. In the 
course of my business I had accum ulated a 
few hundred dollarsof this scrip, and made 
up m r m ind that we should never get our 
pay until we could concentrate the debt 
with a right to get the subject and its jus­ 
tice fairly before Congreso 
I made an ar­ 
rangem ent w ith Riggs Sí Co., bankers in 
W ashington, who at th at tim e were looked 
upon as the Governm ent bankers, to ap­ 
point me their attorney to receipt, in their 
name, for w hat I could find of the scrip, 
they agreeing to pay to owners the am ount 
collected upon it less 10 per cent. 
I agreed 
w ith Riggs it Co. to give them 1) per cent., 
and to use thu balance oí the 10 per cent., 
or us m uch ot it as waa necessary, to pro­ 
cure an appropriation for its payment. 
I commenced gathering it in San Fran­ 
cisco, where I found upw ards of a hundred 
thousand dollars among the wholesale deal­ 
ers who had taken it from tlieir country 
customers, 
i then w ent to Crescent City, 
to Jacksonville, and through Rogue River 
valley; 1 went through the U m pqua and 
W illum inette valleys, finding more or less 
in every town, and by the tim e I arrived at 
Salem Í had secured over a m illion dollars, 
tin my arrival at Salem I found the Legis­ 
lature in session, and were in joint con­ 
vention balloting for United States Senator. 
Colonel K. D Baker, who, six m onths be­ 
fore, had tak tn up his residence at Salem 
for the possible chance th at he m ight be 
elected, waa being voted for by the Repub­ 
licans. and was short of hut one vote of hia 
election. 
After a dead lock of aorae days, 
a postponem ent for a week was agreed 
upon. 
I had in the m eantim e m ade the 
acquaintance of a m em ber whose resi­ 
dence was in a county about fifty miles 
from Salem, and through which I had 
just passed, and where I had found a 
large am ouut of scrip. 
1 asked him if lie 
did not know he was injuring hia constitu­ 
ents by opposing the election ot Colonel 
Baker? H a answered that he personally 
would he gl id to see the Colonel elected, 
but he had prom ised his constituents never 
to vote for a Black Republican unless in­ 
structed by them to :lo so. 
Iu fhe after­ 
noon 1 m ounted :ny pony and rode back to 
the county, went am ong the people and 
induced them to call a mass m eeting in 
reference to war scrip. A largo num ber of 
business men and lannera cam e together, 
and t laid before them the suicidal policy 
of allowing Oregon to bo unrepresented iu 
the United States Senate; that but a single 
vote, which they could control, would send 
there one ol the brightest intellects on the 
Pacific coast, and whose Influence would 
ir.sure tha paym ent of our ju st claims. 
The result v.as the passage of a resolution 
instructing their m em ber to vote for Col­ 
onel B ak er! 
Arm ed w ith this resolution, I returned 
to Salem, and at the next m eeting of the 
Convention Colonel Baker w asduly elected. 
I w ent on to W ashington in company with 
Colonel Baker, and was in I he Senate 
cham ber w hen he m ade his first speech. 
It was in answer to Judah P. Benjam in, 
who was the great gun of the South. W hen 
the Colonel arose quite a perceptible sur­ 
prise was m anifest on the faces of old Sen­ 
ators at the audacity ot the new Senator 
in attem pting to reply to Benjam in. 
He, 
however, had spoken but a few words be­ 
fore papers were cast aside, conversation 
ceased, and every eye and ear was turned 
to the Senator ifroni Oregon, and ihe Sen­ 
ate cham ber became so still you m ight 
have heard the fall of a pin.

looking for a statesm an from th at far-off 
Slate, b at he so annihilated the sophistries 
of Mr. Benjamin that the Senators by their 
votes fully sustained him —and from that 
tim e Colonel Baker’s influence was perfect­ 
ly recognized.

schemes in the State. They have 10,000 
acres of land in the San Joaquin valley 
which they propose to irrigate bv pumping 
water from the San Joaquin river. The 
stupendousness of the undertaking will be 
realized when it is known that land in that 
section requires twenty-five inches of rain 
to insure a good crop. The gentlemen 
have closed a contract with H. P. Gregory, 
of this city, for a 100 horse power engine 
and boiler to drive a 15-inch Webber cen­ 
trifugal pump, guaranteed to raise 6.000,000 
gallons of water daily. Messrs. Lawrence 
& Hutchings selected the pnmp manufact­ 
ured by Mr. Gregory in preference to any 
other in the market. Should this irrigation 
scheme prove a success it will open up a 
new era in irrigation in tbe San Joaquin 
valley.—.?.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


The living importance and the intense 
present interest in the questions relating to 
irrigation make the advent of State Engi­ 
neer Win. Ham. Hall's volume (from the 
State press), on “ Irrigation Development," 
a matter ot more than passing noteworthi- 
ndss. In the first place, he it noted the 
Soperintendent of State Printing has en­ 
cased this valuable work of over GOO pages 
in a fitting casket of binding, and has 
printed the pages in a style entirely in 
keeping with the high value of the book. 
The volume is the first of the final reDort 
of tl-.e State Engineer. 
When the office 
Mr. Hall fills was established, in 1S78. the 
experiment had the warm approval of 
this journal. We take it that the State lias 
not ind cause to regret the step it took, nor 
can there he made any reasonable objec­ 
tions to the oiiiccr who has filled the sta­ 
tion. lie has proven fully capable, indus­ 
trious, and painstaking, and has done the 
State full and faithful service. 
Whoever 
examines the work in hand will be con­ 
vinced of its exhaustive character, and the 
patient energy and untiring devotion to the 
task that underlaid the labor. The hook 
is thus divided : Roman water laws and 
administrative policy with respect to waters 
and water cours-s ; French irrigation de­ 
velopment, including right of property aud 
water courses, water privi eges and admin­ 
istration ot navigable streams and non- 
ttoatable streams, right in springs and use 
of spring water, right to conduct waters and 
right to abut a dam, irrigation enterprise 
and organization, Governmental policy and 
concessions ; Italian irrigation develop­ 
ment, with much the same subdivision of 
treatment as in the case of the history of 
irrigation in F rance: Spanish irrigation 
development, with similar exhaustive treat­ 
ment of all phases of the question. The 
appendices are three in number, and pre­ 
sent the articles of the Civil Codes of France 
and Italy and the general water law and 
irrigation code of Spain. 
Under each 
ttiere are elaborate subdivisions of the laws, 
irrigation definitions, statutes and regula­ 
tions in the countries named relative to 
tiie dominion of territorial waters, of chan­ 
nels, works and drainage; of servitudes on 
the subject of w aters; of useful employ­ 
ment of public waters, and generally of the 
administration of waters. 
We have taken quite two weeks in which 
to give the book thorough examination, 
aud while referring to the foregoing sched­ 
ule as indicating its scope, we confess that 
it but feebly conveys the wide-reaching 
and exhaustive character of the volume. 
Nor do we find it possible within tbe limits 
available to convey to the readers of the 
R ecord-U n io n an adequate idea of the 
scope of the text aud its immense import­ 
ance. It is, in brief, a concise, clearly- 
stated, orderly-prepared and exhaustive 
history of irrigation development in three 
chief countries of Europe, with prefatory 
and upleading historical reviews from the 
earliest era of Roman irrigation legislation. 
And no portion of the volume is more 
enjoyable 
to 
the 
inquiring 
mind 
than this prefatory text. 
No one who en­ 
ters upon its reading will hesitate to con­ 
fess the importance of such an introduction 
as essential’ to a clear understanding and a 
rational comparison of the irrigation sys­ 
tems of Europe, and a lucid comprehension 
of their evolution. We apprehend that this 
treatment in a distinct volume of the his­ 
tory of the customs, laws and water-admin­ 
istrative systems of Rome, France, Italy 
aud Spain’ will develop even greater value, 
when "the second volume, “ Irrigation in 
California," shall have appeared. 
It was 
scarcely expected that an engineer’s report 
on irrigation would be readable with pleas­ 
ure, save by those 
immediately con­ 
cerned in irrigation systems and pro­ 
jects ; but this expectation is disappointed 
by Mr. Hall’s work. For he makes it of an 
interest in a large degree -that attaches 
usually to historic narrative. 
Ot coarse 
the elaborate citation of laws and recital of 
regulations do not address the fancy or 
quicken the imagination, but their rela­ 
tion to the text is so close and their intro­ 
duction so necessary to the full compre­ 
hension of the subject that even these 
unimpassioned pages have an interest of 
living character. No division of the hook 
is more important than that relating to the 
history of Spanish irrigation legislation. 
In no country of Europe is artificial irriga­ 
tion such a necessity as in Spain. 
The 
central elevated plateaus of that country, 
cut by mountain ranges, and characterized 
by uncertain and 
low-limited rainfall, 
closely resemble portions of interior Cali­ 
fornia, while the products of the corre­ 
spondent regions are largely similar. The 
physical conditions there, as here, are ex­ 
ceedingly varied, the natural waters scat­ 
tered, and the annual precipitation of 
water insufficient. Where the points of 
resemblance are so strong, tbe history of 
the irrigation laws of Spain and their evo 
lution from the experienced necessities of 
the people becomes of deep- interest in Cal­ 
ifornia, where we are in the very throes of 
a travail that is to give us a determinate 
system of visiting the soil artificially with 
needed water. We should very much like 
to dwell upon the leading characteristics of 
the general water laws of Spain, but the 
breadth of the subject renders it impossible 
in the space that can be accorded in these 
columns. 
M r. Hall's work honors not 
alone the State, but himself and his corps 
of assistants. It is an epitome of irriga­ 
tion literature such as has not before been 
undertaken so comprehensively and at the 
same time with so much of detail. It is a 
treatise of highest value to this people, and 
superior in its exhaustive character to any 
that has preceded it, and testifies to a depth 
of research and patient industry but in­ 
frequently paralleled in official position. 
The volume is procurable from Secretary 
of State Thomas L. Thompson, Sacra­ 
mento, for $2 75, the price fixed by the 
State, and if to be mailed, 25 cents addi­ 
tional must be advanced. The volume 
may also be had of booksellers at $2 75. 
Ordinarily such a book, issued by private 
enterprise, would readily command $5.
